Will Clear Way for Sending
Men Outside Border
of U. S.

SURE OF INTERVENTION

WASHINGTON, June 10.—The Admini-

o, The congressional lenders, while ox-
preasing the opinlon that the Fresident al-
ready hus nythority to send the State troops
Inte Mexico ns n defensive measure, ansured
Hecretary Baker that authorization would
be promptly forthcoming., By the time the
militin has been mobilized on the border all
legal action necessary to make It avall-
able for Fadernl service anywhere In Mex-
Ico will have been tuken

WARY OF COMPLICATIONS.

Some Administration advisers opposed
the specific authorization suggested by Sec-
rotary Balter, declaring It would bo ne-
copted by the Mexican people as a fint
declnration of war. ‘They nasserted. that
while 1t would add nothing to the actual
nuthority which the President now hoaus over
the militia, It might operate to force hostil-
ftien by the Mexicans by spreading -the
{fdea that the Unlted States was bhent on
war. Secrotury Baker told them. however,
that this matter had besn consldered and
that the Administration helleved the puss-
uge of such resnlution would not further
complicate the nltuation.

Chalrman Hay, after talking with Sec-
retury Baker over the telephone, said that
4 Joint resolution mpecifically. nuthorlzing
the Presldent to use the militla outside of
the territorial limits of the United States
would be Intoduced and put through both
hougst of Congress o meet Secretary
Baker's demand.

CHAIRMAN HAY PROMISES AID.
